replaced by CHIANG Ching-kuo 1 ® men*

4* There is no information available on the HO case, but It is said he 

requested the Gimo to send him to Southeast Asia to secure more aid for 
the Nationalist Government from Overseas Chinese* HO reportedly told LG

house arrest* HO is permitted to leave his residence but not to travel
